It was impossible for me to attach to my letter to you of yesterday, 
covering my trip to Riyadh, the memorandum prepared by Glen Brown pertain- 
ing to the discussions which took place at one meeting with the Finance 

Committee of the Council of Ministers on May 2th, In order that you may 
have it by the time you receive my letter of yesterday sent by alr pouch, 
IT am attaching hereto copy of such memorandum, 


In tre event that the political issues being handled by the Embassy 
should not be settled to the point where SAG would be ready to sign pro- 
A and SEA agreements prior to the end of this month, I am wondering 
is my way by which funds allotted for such projects under both 

allot ould be held over, say for thirty days beyond the 
this fiseal year, 1 shall appreciate very mich your looking into 
this Agel cabling me your findings. 


As you know, we have fow projects executed by the Ministry of Health; 
i.e. = Quarantine Station, Maternal and Child Health Center, Iwmnisation 
Program and Vaccine Laboratory, aid Public Health Library, Under the first 
agreement, the boilers, accessories and fans have arrived, The autoclaves 
are due to arrive here on June 15; the equipment we have agreed to furnish 
under the Dwmnization amd Vaccine Lab agreement has not yet been ordered 
from FOA/Ws likewise the library fumiture ad books under the Public Health 
Library agreement, Practically all of the supplies and equipment we agreed 
to furnish for the Maternal and Child Health Center have been received and 
delivered, It is my feeling that the obligations assumed under those agree- 
ments showld be carried out, even though SAG decides to cancel the overall 
TA Agreement of January 17, 1951, 


I should appreciate your letting m know if my feelings in this connec- 
tion are correct, If not, I should like to receive instructions from MOAW.

Prince Sultan opened the discussion by asking if the general overall. agreement 
for Economie Aid would apply to more than the four proposed projects which had 
been submitted by USAOM, Mr. Corson assured him that the agreement would apply 
to any additional Economic Aid and that it would remain in effect wmtil cancelled 
on three months! advance notice by either Government. H,".H, then asked that if 
SAG had more projects of Economie Aid in mind ~ as an example, the construction of 
the Riyadh-Jidda Railroad « wuld the United States Government consider them, MM, 
Corson replied that he would be only too happy to present any such projects for 
consideration of FOA/W. H.it.H. then stated that from this answer he understands 
Mr. Corsan would be willing to diseugs other SEA projects, Mr. Corson's answer 
was that he would welcome such discussions, 


Prince Sultan then asked, again using the proposed railroad as an examle, how 
mich money would USAOM contribute, to which Mr. Corson replied that he could not 
gay as to any amount but that in general the people in USA and Congress want to 
increase technical assistance and decrease economic aid, However, in Sandi Arabla 
the two types of ald are similar in application -- not emergency gifts as wheat 

to India, Pakistan, and Jordans currency stabilization in Tran —but rather as 
another source of funds for development work, Shaikh Yussef Yassin then asked 
why discriminate against Saudi Arabia by asking that the Saudi Government put up 
counterpart funds for the Keonomic Aid Grants, Sultan asked Corson if discrin- 
ination were intended, ihe answer was definitely no, Sultan then returned to 
the railroad, as an example, and wanted to know how much did Mr, Corson think USA 
would contribute, Mr, Corson again replied that he didn't know but he would be 
glad to initiate discussion in Washington on such a project, Shaikh Yussef stated 
that the Saudi Government would be only too glad to cooperate on Reonomie Aid 
problems and asked if the USA would be willing to take care of same other projects; 
1e@o, is USA limiting Eoonomic Aid to the 3,350,000 grant, or would such assist- 
ance be extended or perhaps increased? Prince Sultan said that the Smdi Arab 
Government, would like to cooperate with the United States Goverment, but at the 
game time it could not afford to have the name of having accepted aid for only 
*34350, 000, To both questions Mr, Corson replied that he didn't know what Congress 
would do regarding future economic aid grants, but that he felt economte aid would 
ah then Is od at tala fiseal year, ‘The meeting then adjourned, 
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The following policy is established for the procurenent of supplies for 
laboratories, hospitals, vocational schools, ete. 


First, specifications for ‘the a pment of these operations should, insofar 
as possible, be based on /mericun manufacturers! catalogs. To do otherwise 

| will effectively prevent American cor oankes competing in the furnishing of 
such supplies and in many cases would result in inferior merchandise being 
supplied from other countries due to lower prices. It is generally conceded 
that the production of equipment for such institutions in this country is far 
in arlvance of any other section of the slobve, and wherever possible operators 
or pupils in these institutions should be trained in the use of American 

| products unless in some exce Ae onal instances this proves impossible or ime 
practical, Furthermore, it should be kept in mind that wherever a student is 
trained to use only forviyn e ey ment it becomes doubly difficult for 4merican 
suppliers of similar or better aguipment to establish a foothold in that 
particular country.

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In accordance with the terns of the Project Agreement in Rural 
Community Development in relation to improving the health of the 
people, it is obvious that the final aim must be to control diseases 
that restrict production, Since these diseases would be ones that 
affect large numbers of the total population in the area, the first 
thing to do will be to determine these health problems, Control of 
these diseases will also do much to improve the general health of the 
people, 





STEPS IN CARRYING OUT THE HEALTH AND SANITATION PROGRAM 


1, The Ministry of Health and USAOM are cooperating in a Malaria 
Survey in Wadi Khulais, The entowological study will show what mosquitoes 
are prevalent in the area, This survey will be followed by a determina- 
tion of spleen and parasitic indices which will indicate the incidence 
of Malaria (See attached report), If it is found that Melaria is « 
problem, a control program will be developed and put into operation, 

2, The next step will be a survey to determine the incidence of 
bilharzia. This will be divided into two parte: 

(a) Bxamination of urine and stoole from people complaining 

of syuptoms of the disease, 
(b) Collection and identification of fresh water snails, 


If the survey proves bilharzia to be a health problea, control measures 
3. It ie well known that safe water supplies and proper disposal 
of sewage do much to protect people from intestinal diseases, Therefore, 
it is proposed that the Ministry of Health and the Health and Sanitation

of the wadi, we counted over 86 dug wells which were used for irrigation, 
If wells further up the canyon were included, we saw over 100 in use, 
This does not include about 100 wells which are not in use or which are

five persone per house, the total population in the wadi would be 10,000

the anal villages around the wells are formed of about 20 huts vhich 
are similar in general appearance and construction to those in Wadi Fatima, 
exept that the Khulats hute are made of thatched reeds and not paln leaves 
and some mdebelek houses are present. 

In the wadi there is one spring or dibble that irrigates a palm grove 
which 4s situated about six kn, east of the souk village, Besides the wells 
and the one spring or dibble there ig an enormous amount of open, frees 


running surface water in the canyon, ‘this open water is abundant in fish 
up to five or six inches (13 to 15 om,) long and other aquatic plants and 
animals including mosquito larvae and snails, 





Experience has shown that if a sum of money were allotted equally 
to clinical medicine and preventive medicine, preventive medicine would 
be able to help more people and more fully raise the general standard of 
living than the clinical form of medicine, Therefore, the health and san- 
itation needs of Wadi Khulais were viewed, first, as to the possibility 
of controlling the debilitating diseases of the population, and secondly, 
treatment of those diseases which now exist, 

Since we, who are concerned with health, realise that there are 
insufficient funds to accomplish all of the necessary work immediately, 
a program in a rural area mist be based on a long term plm which will 
give the best results for the money expended and attack those debilitating 
diseases that weaken a population, its productivity and its resistance to 
other fatal diseases,

Malaria is one of the debilitating diseases which is considered to 
be such an intensified amd serious problem, that it constitutes a substan- 
tial hindrance to the economic development in many countries of the world, 
Tts reduction in areas where it exists would go a long way toward the 
achievement of self-sufficiency in agricultural production, and a conse- 





quent improvement of the standard of living and health of the population, 
Malaria was thus considered as one of the first debilitating diseases to 


look for in Wadi Khulais and, if present,to concentrate on the most econon- 
ical means of controlling it. 





y, Results and Recommendations: 

Through the generous support and cooperation of Dr, Shuman of the 
$4.0. Ministry of Health with the Health and Sanitation Division of USAOM, 
a spot-check for malaria was made in Wadi Khulais during January-February, 
195k. 

Malaria infection is manifested by the discovery of the parasite in 
the human lady, Only the finding of the parasite in the blood or other 
tissues is indisputable proof of the existence of tle infection. 

The following data gives the results of blood films with respect to 
malaria parasites found in an examination of 91 persons of all age groups. 
Twenty-six persons showed a positive blood film for malaria, or 2) per cent 
(28,57) had malaria, To realise the intensity of malaria in a comunity, 
emphasis is usually placed on the 0-15 year age group, since this group 
has not aquired as mich tolerance or immmnity as the older age groups in 
an endemic area, The children seldom or never leave their places of resi- 
dence and, therefore, present a more accurate picture of the parasitic rate.

Of the O«15 year old group, a total of 2; persons were examined and 11 were 
found to be positive, or 6 per cent (5.85) had malaria, This rate of hé

per cent in the 0-15 year age group corresponde 
spotecheck which I made on July 28, 1953, On this date, 1); persons, 15 
years old and younger, vere examined and seven, or 50 per cent, were found 
to be positive, 

The possible breeding areas for mosquitoes included the hundreds of 
used and wiused wells, the spring or dibble, and all of the open running 
water, From these many different areas, thirteen stations or places were 


chosen for examination for anopheline larvae. ‘hree species of anopheline 





larvae were collected and identified, Anopheles d'!thali was the most com- 


mon, Anopheles sergenti, the next most comuon, and Anopheles gambiae was 
the least common but found in both the open running water and a well, Ih 





a number of places examined, anopheline Larvae were found in such great 
numbers that literally hundreds were present in a few dips, 

With a parasitic rate of Lé per cent in the 0-15 year old group, with 
both Anopheles sergenti and Anopheles gambiae present, it is evident that a 
basic malaria survey and control program is needed in the Wadi Khulais area, 

The blood swears from the 91 persons examined for malaria parasites, 
were also checked and found negative for trypanosoma (sleeping sickness) 
and microfilariae (elephantitis), 

sxamining the blood films it was noted that a number of people had 





an increase in eosinophils above normal, which is probably due to some 
intestinal helminthic infection, ‘This possibility of intestinal helminthic 
infection is also supported by the many complaints of those examined, who 
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BEE I a that they had trouble with their bowel movements and urinations, 
ts evidence is sufficient ¢ 
EP  Minthe od bi2barets vhen the materte survey 1s completed and the malaria 
control wrk has been started, 

It should be noted that malaria has had a long history in Saudi Arabia 
and that the need for Saudi Arabian citisens trained as malaria technicians 
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ough to warrant a survey for intestinal hel- 





is definitely needed in this country to help in raising its health standards, 
Trained Saudi Arabian citisens would wovide assurance of their continued 
service to Saudi Arabia in filling a difficult and needed lifetime wrk, 
Wisely chosen men should be able to read and speak Inglish since much of 

the literature on malaria is either written in English or translated inte 
English, These men should be regarded with pride during their training, 
which demands the learning of many difficult things, and in their work, 
onment to live in 





which will take them out of their accustomed city env: 
tents and work in the hot desert for days, weeks, or months at a time. 
These technically trained men should be paid sufficiently and respected 
highly for their work to discourage them from returning to easier jobs in 
the cities. 

If an adequate place can be furnished in Jidda for the laboratory work, 
which includes identifying the mosquito larvae and reading the blood filns, 
the Saudi Arabian eltizens assigned to work in the laboratory and es field 

inspectors could be trained, while working, by the USAOM staff. If some 

Saudi Arabian citisens are now partially trained in malaria work, it would 

be advantageous to assign then to the project in order that they may receive 
_ advanced training and, in turn, could assist in the training of others,

It ig with regret that I cannot agree with your statement that 
"in the absence of appropriations for further projects, a discussion 
with SAG officials is somewhat academic and perhaps premature," We 
all know that it takes time to convince the Saudis to adopt new ideas, 
and therefore it is necessary to start now to condition them so that 
when appropriations are made it will be possible to draw a new health 
program agreement using the aed ar hg ative Service method 
as, I repeat, is strongly recommended by T 


It is my understanding that when the Education Division at- 
tempted to put into operation a project agreement using the Joint Fund, 
T0A/W objected because the Education , made no provision 
for Joint Funds, In view of this fact, it 4s my desire to renegotiate 
the Health Program Agreement to set up a joint fund and later draw up 
specific projects outlining how the funds will be spent. fo do this 
will take time so that it is necessary to prepare the ground work now. 


It is not proposed to include the quarantine station in the progran 
because this project is already signed and being carried out, 


You mention only two projects in your memorandum, Is it your 
idea that the Health Division should be contented with these two? 
I am an optimist and believe we should have a dynamic, expanding progran 
which will assist the Ministry of Health to give greater health service

The health pregren vill be bendlcapped ap Leng as the 
Government has to rely to ageat extent on foreign health pers¢ 








TCA has available scholarships for Saudi citizens for training both 
in America and at the American University of Beirut, However, thus far 
no official @ plications have been received for any of these scholarships, 


Recently a young man cane to our office to inquire about TCA health 
scholarships to AUB, This man has expressed interest several times in 
going into health work. However, he is employed in another ministry and 
would have to transfer to the Ministry of Health, Upon investigation it 
was learned that if he did this, his salary would be reduced 100 Riyals 
per month, even after he had received a year's training, 





If the Ministry is to attract capable young Saudis, there must be 
some inducement, The salary scale should be equal to equivalent jobs in 
other ministries and in private industry. 


We agree wholeheartedly with the Ministry's idea of establishing a 
school here to train health assistanis and will support this idea in 
accordance with the Project Agreement "Jo Strengthen the Quarantine 
Services and to Inhance the Public Health Program of the Ministry of 
Health." However, we wish to point out that the inducement mst be 
sufficient to attract desirable candidates. ihis may require a restudy

In this memorandum I am particularly interested in Mr. Ferguson's 
proposal to send Dr. Butler to Wadi Khulais to make investigations of 
communicable diseases. We have, in the past, found ourselves moving 
into isolated areas with project proposals based on unsound vremisese 
For example, we set up plans for considerable agricultural development 
in the Asir without the faintest idea as to where or how we were 
going to get the water to support this agricultural developmente 
Perhaps in this case the end eventually will justify the means. 

I do not think the practice of locating projects solely on the basis 
of possible benefits to future generations, if such generations 
accommodatingly come up to our expectations, is a good one. 


It is my clear understanding that Wadi Khulais is populated by 
not more than a hundred wandering Bedus. There is no town as such, 
not even a village, Dr. Edens has told me that he hopes that if he 
can prove that better utilization of the water supply now available 
might produce subsistence-level crops for farmers plus possibly a 
marketable surplus, an agrarian town or community might be developed for 
the future, Perhaps you have more specific information as to objectives 
and anticinated results of the agricultural work in Wadi Khulais. 


I cannot understand why we choose to investigate communicable diseases 
in the wadi under the present conditions unless it is to sample communicable 
diseases amone the Beduse In short, I see no clear objective. ‘hat 
will we do with any information odertained? What benefits to Saudi Arabia? 
I wonder if this project or this proposed research has been requested, 
recommended or discussed with the Communicable Disease Section of the 
Saudi Arabian Ministry of Health, It seems to me that most surely here 
in Jidda is the place where commmicable diseases should be studied, the 
place where action toward preventive measures could result in more 
immediate beneficial results and in more acceptance of our technical 
assistance and ald, I would go as far as to question our authorization 
for making a study of this tyne under our general agreement in public 
health, broad though it is, and certainly I would insist upon specific 
answers to specific questions cited above,

The United States has become a much healthier nation within the last 





generation, All the grown-ups remember how common were the yellow placards 
on the front doors of homes indicating that they had been quarantined because 

’ 
a member of the family was ill with scarlet fever, or diphtheria, or some other 
communicable disease, Our children have rarely, if ever, seen these placards, 
Communicable diseases are no longer among the chief causes of death as they 
were several generations ago. There are fewer sick people and more of them 
are being cured, Qur women now bear their children without fear of untimely 
death. More than 19 out of 20 of our infants live to become fully grown 
partners in our nation, 

With healthier bodies, our people have become able to work harder and 
think faster, We have been able to grow more food, make more clothing, build 
more houses, and furnish them better, have more schools, and see our children 
off to a better start, These gains are being shared at hom e by our backward 
areas and by those who most needed improvement of their lot, We are learning 
to share among ourselves, Now we want to share these benefits also with those 
living beyond out frontiers, without distinction as to race or creed, We 
believe that the world cannot remain half healthy and half ill, half satisfied 
and half hungry, and still become an abode for peace and progress, 

On January 20, 1949, the President of the United States spoke for the 
whole American people when he said, "The material resources which we can 
afford to use for the assistance of other peoples are limited, But our impond- 
erable resources in technical knowledge are constantly growing and are inexhaust- 
ible, I believe that we should make available to peace-loving peoples the 
benefits of our store of technical knowledge in order to help them realize their 


aspirations for a better life", 





i 
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We have the technical knowledge today to make any part of the world-- 

the tropics as well as the arctics - a reasonably safe abode for man, Yet 
inequality before death persists and is undoubtedly one of the several profound 
reasons for unrest, As far as health and security of live are concerned, more 
than half the world's population still lives in the Middle Ages with its terrors 
of pestilence and death lurking at every corner, 

Neither a stable economy nor a high standard of living is possible so 
long as the expectancy of life is only about 30 years as it is even today in 4 
great many countries, One-half the population must work to feed the other half 
while it grows up, and there is little time left to acquire special skills and 
experience, There will be little left over for cultural and economic progress 
after the bare necessities have been provided for, What joy in life oould be 
had under the circumstances in only too often curtailed by sickness in the family 
and frequent bereavements, 

In North America and in parts of Europe the expectation of life at birth 
is now approaching the proverbial three-score and ten years, That leaves 15 or 
20 years to grow up, nearly 50 for work and acquirement of new skills, and at 
the end time for repose, There will thus be a growing surplus which may be 
channeled into higher standards of living for all and for cultural pursuits, 

Ill-health, poverty and ignorance form a vicious circle which, for 
centuries, could not be readily broken, Once the vicious circle has been 
broken, the other enemies of prosperity will lose their grip, 

"This should be a cooperative enterprise in which all nations work 
together through the United Nations and its specialized agencies wherever 


practicable, It must be a world-wide effort for the achievement of peace, plenty 






y and freedom", said the President further in this inaugural address, 

we directred our first efforts in international health toward the 
establishment of an adequate World Health Organization in which all can 
contribute their best toward the welfare of all, We still hold this Organization 
to be the cornerstone of the new edifice of a healthier world, 

Medical science is not the prerogative of any one nation or any group 
of nations, Historically, great advances in medical science were made by 
Pasteur, a Frenchman; by Kock, a German; by Lister, a Scot; by Kitasato, a 
Japanese, Today medical discoveries are being made in a1) ‘parts of the world, 
and great names haveemerged from the less developed countries, - In the United 
States, we feel that man's destiny lies in the pooling of the resources of the 
free countries of the world, This applies particularly to health, for the next 
tremendous stride in medicine may emerge from a part of the world from which 
it is least expected, 

In the United States, we believe that it is blot upon civilization 
that certain diseases that can be readily and economically controlled by known 
methods still kill and cripple millions throughout the world, 

Malaria is such a disease, We estimate that there are 300,000,000 cases 
of malaria, with its attendant disability, In addition, this disease still 
kills 3,000,000 annually, We can control malaria today at a cost of about 
25¢ per capita per year, Seventy million people are now protected against 
malaria by the use of DDT and other new insecticides, a number which is increasing 
day by day, However, there will continue to remain millions who are unable to 
till the soil and harvest their crops because of the ravages of this disease, 

The new antibiotics have given us hope for the control, if not the eradica- 


tion, of syphilis, yaws, and a host of other diseases, These diseases cripple 


re 









4“ and maim, and yet control, or even eradication may be accomplished with a 


single injection of penicillin, 

Trachoma, a disease causing blindness, occurs in up to 60% of the 
inhabitants of various parts of the world, This disease, along with other 
infections of the eyes, responds to the new antibiotics, and one can hope for 
the control of these diseases with the increasing availability of these drugs. 

New vaccines have been developed for use against a number of infectious 
diseases, For example, a new combined smallpox and yellow fever vaccine which 
may be transported with less danger of deterioration than the older vaccines 
could be used at small cost in places where these diseases occur, Smallpox 
could, and should, be eradicated from its endemic foci, in view of the cheap- 
ness of vaccination and the severity of the disease, Improve methods of 
immunization have been developed for diphtheria, whooping cough, and tetanus; 
methods that today have been applied in relatively limited parts of the world, 

These are but a few waetalea of many that might be cited to show how 
disease can be controlled simply and effectively, We, in the United States, 
have discovered the pleasure of living in a healthful environment, This 
pleasure we wish to share with other countries, It is impossible, of course, 
for any country to control these diseases in other countries, Our programs, 
therefore, are designed to give technical guidance, bringing you the results 
of our experiences, bringing and teaching new knowledge that is developed 
elsewhere, We feel that in so doing we can strengthen your national health 
services and stimulate the interest of your people in carrying on health 
programs that will result in benefit, not only to your country but to the 
whole world, 

It has been my privilege to direct the federal health and welfare programs 
in the United States for over five years, During this time, I have seen the 


increasing international cooperation directed toward the welfare of men 





throughout the world, It is indeed gratifying to see that this cooperation 

is growing and increasing, that our aims and objectives are day by day becoming 
closer and closer, and that through our mutual efforts, we have made decided 
progress in advancing the betterment of mankind, Speaking for the peoples 

of the United States, it is my fervent wish that this progress will continue 


so that our children and their children may inherit a better world,

SAUDI ARABIAN PRINCE VISITS UNITED STATES 10 STUDY 
AMERICAN PUBLIC HWALTH AND NATURAL RESOURCES TECHNIQUES 


Prince Abdullah Feisai, grandson of King Ibn Saud of 
saudi Arabia, and Minister of Interior and Public Health of 
that country, arrives in the United States Sunday on an un- 
official visit to study American techniques, knowledge and 
skills in the fields of land reclamation, irrigation, police 
methods, education and public health. He will visit selected 
areas where projects are in operation under conditions ap- 
proximating those in his homeland. 


Abdullah's father is the second son of the Saudi Arabian 
King and is Minister of Foreign Affairs of the country. 


The Saudi Arabian Government is interested in advancing 
the standards of living of its people to a level commensurate 
with the country's recently increased income from oil produc- 
tion. 


After visits to various institutions in the Washington 
area where American methods in maternal and child care will 
be demonstrated for the benefit of the Prince and his party 
the visitors will inspect the »vublic health system at Carville, 
Louisiana. From there they will move on to #1 Paso and Santa 
Ke to view activities in the field of public health where the 
problems in arid areas approximate those found in Saudi Arabia. 
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To study projects in the field of natural resources Prince 
Abdullah Faisal will visit power and irrigation overations 
where emphasis is placed on the conservation and maximum utiliza- 
tion of water resources. These will include the irrigation 
and developnent of tne El raso and Santa Cruz areas of the Rio 
Grande and the Salt River Valley projects at Phoenix, Arizona. 
From Phoenix the Prince and his party will go to California 
where he will be given a brief view or tne work being accomplishe.

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Under the Point 4+ agreement between the United States and 
Saudi Arabia, wnicn became effective January 17, 1951, Point 4 
furnisnes technical "know liow" in the country's effort to in- 
prove economic and social conditions. Saudi Arabia furnisnes 
nousing, and travel expenses for tne American technicians as 
well as all other items incident to each woroject. 


Recently the Point 4 administration finished a study of 
saudi Arabia's monetary and fiscal systems. The report from 
this study resulted in the establishment by the King of a 
Central Fiscal Agency under the management of an American 
financial expert.
